" An Act of of Congress, paiied at the las 


•etsion, annulled that part of the Act of A. D 
18*20, commonly called the Missouri Comprom 
ise, which restricted the spread of Slavery in a 
vast region of country acquired by tbe Louisia 
on purchase of A. P. 1803. 
That great adjust- 


ment had the moral attribute* of a solemn anc 
valid compact; and had therefore been recogniz 
ed and respected for more than thirty years,as a 
final and unalterable Act of the Government 
settling forever a great and dangerous contro- 
versy. The Act repealing the restriction clnust 
of the Compromise, was supported and urgex 
forward io itt passage, with almost unbroken 
unanimity, by the delegations of almost every 
slaveholding States. It has naturally, and verj 
justly, excited a sentiment of intente dislike 
and stern condemnation, throughout the free 
States. 


Notwithstanding the glosses and palliations 


put forth in defense of that measure, it appeart 
to furnish palpable evidence of ita great pur- 
pose ; and thit would teem to be nothing V 
than secure to the tlave Interest an indefinite 
extension of Slavery,and a perpetual ascendan- 
cy and control in the government of the nation 
And hence, it should not be a matter of sur«- 
prise, that so general a determination exist* in 
the free State to counteract and resist, in al' 
jeaoeablyjnnd constitutional niodet, such aspir- 
t of unscrupulous aggression. This course ha* 
become manifestly expedient and necessary at 
tbe only resource for the protection and ad- 
vancement of the cause of freedom; and, as an 
omen of Its ultimate success, I may allude to 
the concentration of feeling and effort which i* 
id suspicious to the harmony and strength ol 
this, and other State*.

To FARMERS AUD MKCHAHICS—An4 tltm- 


ttfacturert in the Country, from tin tine Tern 
" CliUdrtn't Aid Society."—The greatest chari- 
ty usually, which can be done to the poor In 
a city is to get them into the country. We, 
aa a Society, have devoted ourselves to tbe aid 
ofthe poor children of New York; and we feel 
it onr first duty to put them, wherever possible, 
in the way of an honest living oat of the city. 
Every occupation here it thronged ; and with 
the poor, nothing 10 lead* to idleness and crime, 
at thit overcrowding of population. 
We call 


upon every man in tbe country who hat the 
opportunities for it, and who would do a Chris- 
tian charity ,to assist us in getting these children, 
work. There would be no lot* in the charity. 
These boys are, many of them, bandy and active, 
and would laprn toon any common trade or 
labor. They could be employed on farms, in 
trades, in manufacturing ; and many an intelli- 
gent lad might be saved to society from a life 
of theft or vagrancy. 


The girlt could b« used for the common kinds 


of house-work. They are the children of par- 
ents coane and very poor, with many bab habits, 
but kindness hat a wonderful effect on the 
young girl; and of thit, tbe vagrant child In onr 
great city get* little. A charity at thit time of 
Ufa, 
would do what no Reform or good In- 


fluence can do afterwards. 


These children are not those whom Asylums 


or our other institutions can help. 
They are 


not, according to any legal definition, vagrant*, 
though they are growing up, oftea, to crime and 
poverty. 


We want to apply the remedy to the source 


of these vast evil* and Buffering* in our city, 
and bring good influence* to bear on childhood. 
If the children are not satisfactory, they can be 
returned to our hand*. 


We confidently call pn those through the 


country, who recognize it a* a duty never to be 
avoided, to help the suffering and poor; those 
who p_rnctienl1y believe in Christ's word* and 
teachings, to aid ut in thi* effort; and to aid nt 
in the way most efficient, by draining the crowd- 
ed city of these destitute children. 


It is hoped, that farmers will be found, who 


will take small number* of boys on trial, receiv- 
ing a fair compensation for their board, and 
then distribute them to those io want of such, 
through the neighborhood or country.
